Capt. Medina Acquitted But Plans To Resign

FT. McPHERSON (AP) — 


Capt. 
Ernest 
L. Medina, 


acquitted of My Lai massacre 
charges, says he has no bit- 
terness toward the Army but 
still plans to leave it. 


The 35-year-old career officer 


who commanded a U. S. com- 
pany which swept through My 
Lai on March 16, 1968, was 
acquitted Wednesday of mur- 
der, involuntary manslaughter 
and assault after a court- 
martial jury of five Vietnam 
veterans deliberated an hour. 


His acquittal left Lt. William 


L. Calley Jr., one of Medina's 
platoon 
leaders, 
the 
only 


American soldier convicted of 
atrocities at My Lai. 


Medina, 
his 
face 
pale, 


snapped a smart salute to Col. 
William D. Proctor, the jury 
president. 


"It is my duty as president of 


this court to advise you that the 
court in closed session and upon 
secret ballot has found you not 
guilty of all specifications and 
charges," Proctor told Medina, 
who stood at attention. 


The 
trim, 
black-haired 


Medina appeared stunned by the 
verdict. He saluted again and 
then looked toward his sobbing 
wife Barbara, who had sat on 
the front row each day since the 
trial began Aug. 15. 


"I am extremely happy," 


Medina said later, his usually 
expressionless face broken by a 
wide grin. "I have always had 
complete faith in the military 
and the military justice system. 
I always felt I'd be found in- 
nocent." 


Medina, who joined the 


National Guard when he was 15 
and has been an officer for seven 
years, said he still plans to 
resign from the army. 


Asked if he felt any bitterness 


toward the Army, he replied, 
"None whatsoever." 


During the trial, Medina 


testified in his own behalf and 
maintained that he was not 
aware of atrocities at the time of 
the massacre. 


"Reflecting back now, I know 


I lost control because there were 
noncombatants killed by my 
company," he testified.

Capt. Medina Acquitted But Plans To Resign

charges, says he has no bit­ 
terness toward the Army but 
still plans to leave it. 
The 35-year-old career officer 
who commanded a U. S. com­ 
pany which swept through My 
Lai on M arch 16, 1968, was 
acquitted Wednesday of m ur­ 
der, involuntary m anslaughter 
and a ssa u lt a fte r a court- 
m artial jury of five Vietnam 
veterans deliberated an hour. 


His acquittal left Lt. William 
L. Calley Jr., one of Medina’s 
platoon 
leaders, 
the 
only 
American soldier convicted of 
atrocities at My Lai. 
M edina, 
his 
face 
pale, 
snapped a sm art salute to Col. 
William D. Proctor, the jury 
president. 
“ It is my duty as president of 
this court to advise you that the 
court in closed session and upon 
secret ballot has found you not 
guilty of all specifications and 
charges,” Proctor told Medina, 
who stood at attention. 


The 
trim , 
b lack-haired 
Medina appeared stunned by the 
verdict. He saluted again and 
then looked toward his sobbing 
wife B arbara, who had sat on 
the front row each day since the 
trial began Aug. 15. 
“ I 
am extremely 
happy,” 
Medina said later, his usually 
expressionless face broken by a 
wide grin. “ I have always had 
complete faith in the military 
and the m ilitary justice system. 
I always felt I’d be found in­ 
nocent.” 
M edina, 
who 
joined 
the 


National Guard when he was 15 
and has been an officer for seven 
years, said he still plans to 
resign from the arm y. 
Asked if he felt any bitterness 
toward the Army, he replied, 
“None whatsoever.” 
D uring the tria l, M edina 
testified in his own behalf and 
m aintained that he was not 
aw are of atrocities at the time of 
the m assacre. 
“ Reflecting back now, I know 
I lost control because there were 
noncombatants killed by my

A B//nd And Wasteful Way 


In the Daily News mail today, was a half-inch thick copy of a 


proposal and contract for construction of a Sulphur Creek Bridge in 
Lassen Volcanic National Park, and accompanying it a 16-page 
sheaf of 11 by 18 inch plans showing construction detail, placement 
of bolts etc Several minutes reading didn't bring out anything 
newsworthy except the fact that bids are being sought on a bridge. 
A sentence scrawled on a postcard would have told us that at much 
less expense. 


That is not an isolated incident — though it's the only such 


material we have received, at least recently, from the National 
Park Service In addition to such technical data on proposed con- 
struction, of which we receive several a year, almost every day we 
receive some bulky publication, some government produced, some 
produced by private interests. Most of them, do doubt, are factual, 
highly reliable, and of great value to someone. But the instances 
are quite rare when any material the Daily News receives other 
than actual news releases and news-containing material such as 
schedules of meetings has any value to us. 


That means that a lot of time, effort and money is being 


wasted Though such material as the Sulphur Creek bridge plans 
probably go to only a few newspapers or other recipients who have 
no use for them, some publications are mailed to the entire nation. 
Millions of dollars must go into the preparation of the uuneeded 
copies, their mailing and postage. It's not truly Junk mail in that 
most of it is valuable to someone. But mailed without sound 
distribution guides, it is the equivalent of junk mail as far as the 
recipients are concerned. 


Whether it is government mail or private mail, the public pays 


the cost. It must come either from government revenue or be added 
to the price of the goods or services being sold. 


There has been considerable attempt in recent years to cut 


down on the unwanted mailing of government materiaL Cards are

Car owners have been com- 


plaining for years that auto 
insurance costs too much and, 
often, is hard to get at any price. 
Thousands have found, to their 
dismay, the insurance that costs 
them so dearly doesn't cover 
their accident bills. 


Hundreds 
have lost their 


automobiles, their health, their 
income — all without com- 
pensation. Other hundreds have 
come out 
of accidents un- 


scathed, 
yet have collected 


generous payments for their 
"pain and suffering." 


Sen. Phil Hart, D-Mich., who 


has been investigating the in- 
surance industry for five years, 
has been inundated with letters 
from irate motorists and ac- 
cident victims who feel they 
have been shortchanged by the 
system. 


A 
Maryland 
man, for 


example, told how his aged wife 
was struck while crossing the 
street to her home. She was 
judged by the driver's insurance 
company to have been "five per 
cent negligent" and was denied 
any payment. 


A 
76-year-old 
Brooklyn 


woman lost her husband in a car 
accident seven years ago and 
has yet to collect a penny of the 
benefits due her. 


An insurance 
agent 
from 


Columbus, Ohio, wrote that he 
had "been in this auto insurance 
business for 33 years, and any 
insurance man who says we are 
doing a good job is either 


ignorant, incompetent, or a liar 
and most likely the latter." 
PROFIT FROM GRIEF 


Why does such an expensive, 


inhumane and unfair system- 
continue to operate year after 
year without change? The blunt 
answer: Too many people are 
making too much money on the 
grief of others. 


The "injury industry" — the 


insurance companies, agents, 
adjusters and lawyers — have 
been raking in billions of dollars 
with the auto insurance system 
just the way it is. 


The system's 
worst 
fault, 


most experts agree, 
is the 


"fault" principle upon which 
automobile liability insurance is 
based.

own pocket. 


All that your liability in- 


surance covers is the other 
fellow's damages in the event 
you are held responsible for an 
accident. While this may appear 
to be 
based 
on good old 


American justice (letting the 
"guilty" party pay), a closer 
look shows the "fault" system to 
be good only for 
the un- 


derwriters and lawyers. Here 
are some specifics: 


The necessity to prove "fault" 


requires lawsuits, which have 
clogged our already crowded 
courts to the breaking point. 
Federal judges spend 11 per cent 
and state judges 20 per cent of 
their time helping to decide who 
struck whom. 


The backlog of cases con- 


tinues to grow while unpaid 
medical bills pile up. A federal 
study shows that the average 
victim with more than $2,500 
losses must wait 19 months 
before he is compensated. In 
Detroit, the average 
victim 


waits four years just for his case 
to come to trial. 


Insurance is hard for many 


people to obtain, cancellations 
are rampant, and premium 
costs are skyrocketing. To quote 
one distraught car owner from 
Evansville, Ind.: "To me, in- 
surance is for emergencies. Now 
it is almost an emergency when 
the insurance bill comes." 
CUSTOMERS' MORALS 


Proving "fault requires jury 


trials. 
Insurance companies, 


therefore, prefer to sell liability 
insurance to those persons who 
will impress a jury favorably. 
This has evolved a highly ar- 


* bitrary 
customer 
selection 


system that involves much more 
than a spotless traffic record. 
Drivers 
are 
paying' higher 


premiums and having their 
policies cancelled because of 
their jobs, marital status, sex, 
living habits, and "morals." As 
a Denver man put it after his 
policy was summarily dropped: 
" guess the company just didn't 
like the color of my eyes." 


Seriously 
injured 
accident 


victims 
receive 
woefully 


inadequate compensation while 
those with trivial injuries are 
sometimes overpaid. A DOT 
study of half a million accidents 
showed that over half of the 
victims received not a single 
cent of compensation, mainly 
because they were held to be "at 
fault." But those judged by law 
to be innocent didn't fare much 
better; only half recovered 50 
per cent of their medical and 
wage losses. On the other hand, 


the slightly injured who lost an 
average of $500 got back $2,250. 


Precious little of the enormous 


premiums motorists pay is ever 
returned to them. DOT figures 
show that only 42 per cent of all 
liability premiums are paid 
back in benefits. Much of the 
liability premium dollar goes to 
the 
system's 
"middlemen." 


Insurance agents alone received 
some $1.3 billion in sales com- 
missions in 1970. 


There's a way out of the in- 


surance morass. It's called "no- 
fault" auto insurance. Under 
this system, 
each 
motorist 


would look to his own insurance 
company to cover his losses, 
which would be paid no matter 
who was at fault. This idea has 
been analyzed and studied for 
more than 50 years. It has been 
tried and found to work. 


Puerto Rico, for example, has 


had a no-fault system for nearly 
two years and it is succeeding 
beyond the wildest hopes. A 
partial no-fault plan went into 
effect 
last 
January 
in 


Massachusetts 
and, despite 


some glaring shortcomings, it is 
working well. 


Most objective experts believe 


a national no-fault auto in- 
surance 
system 
would 
be 


simple, fair, and efficient. They 
feel it would result, if fully 
adopted, in lower premiums, 
prompter and more complete 
service, and even safer cars.

Progress toward a complete 


no-fault system, however, has 
been blocked by an intensive 
lobbying campaign. Across the 
country,

surance agents, adjusters, and 
most insurance companies — all 
of whom stand to lose billions of 
dollars if no-fault goes through 


have risen up to obstruct it in 


whatever way they can.

I too regret the death of Look 


magazine. But scanning the 
obituaries in search of an an- 
swer to the question: why should 
a magazine that six and one half 
million Americans desire to 
read every fortnight go out of 
business? One finds only the 
standard lucubrations. Rising 
costs, diminished revenues. The 
latter are accepted as seasonal 
afflictions. The former were 
judged to be decisive by the 
directors of the corporation. 


The new bogey is the Post 


Office. Mr. Gardner Cowles put 
it graphically. The rise in the 
postal rate, as projected by the 
postal corporation, would have 
brought the costs of mailing 
Look from four million dollars a 
year before the rate increase set 
in, to ten million dollars by the 
time the scheduled rate is fully 
levied. That is a lot of increase, 
six 
million 
dollars. 
That's 


practically one dollar per Look 
reader. FLASH! Why didn't 
Look try charging its readers a 
dollar more apiece? 


The 
grave 
crisis 
in 
the 


magazine publishing business 
is, in the humble judgment of 
one practitioner, an aspect of 


Business Mirror 


the general refusal to raise the 
rates substantially. Take Look. 
It charged $3 a year to a sub- 
scriber, five dollars for two 
years. In the latter case, that 
meant 52 issues for $5, or about 
ten cents per copy. For ten cents 
you get delivered to your home a 
great fat package full of colored 
pictures and enough text to keep 
you busy, if you should read it 
all, for three to four hours. 
Permit me to say, ten cents is 
too little to pay for that much 
attention. 


Time magazine has gravely 


raised its subscription rates — 
so that if you look at the posted 
rate, it is up to $15 per year. But 
open a typical copy of Time (this 
week's, say), and out falls a 
card: thirty-three issues for 
$4.93, which it publishes for 
fifteen cents per copy. On the 
newsstand., it's fifty cents per 
copy. 


Fifteen cents per copy is too 


little to pay for what Time 
provides — too little, I mean, in 
a society that charges thirty-five 
cents for a hamburger, and 
three bucks for a movie. Life 
magazine, 
which 
recently 


editorialized to the effect that 
the post office 
is about to 


bankrupt 
the 
magazine 


publishing industry, charges, in 
its promotion package, twelve 
cents for an issue of Life. That is 
not enough for an issue of Life. 


I 
have 
reminded 
my 


despairing 
brothers 
in 
the 


magazine publishing business 
that the New Republic charged 
$6 per year in 1933, and thirty 
years later, costs having risen 
over three hundred per cent, 
was charging $8 per year. Why? 
Because 
the 
little 
opinion 


journals are locked into a price 
structure 
which the 
giants 


impose. The giants are sub- 
sidized by the big advertisers. 
The 
big 
advertisers 
are 


manifestly unwilling to continue 
their subsidies in such large 
measure. Thus Colliers went 
down almost fifteen years ago, 
with over three million readers. 


Then, in 1969, the great 


Saturday Evening Post, with 
over five million readers. Down 
and Down we go — but still the 
major publishers, when they 
manage to choke their sobbing, 
do so in order to authorize a new 
promotional 
mailing: 
Look 


magazine, for as many weeks as 
you want, at the sensational 
price of eleven cents per copy! 
And 
then 
one 
day 
Look 


magazine dies. 


One thing I do not understand. 


And that is: why don't people 
give their readers a vote? Why 
not say: subscriptions beginning 
in January will be at twenty five 
cents per copy, no bargains, no 
cut rates. If enough readers are 
willing to pay the price, continue 
to operate. Otherwise fold. 


The rumors are everywhere 


and have been for over a year 
that Life is going down. I hope it 
doesn't, and hope that before it 
does, it will raise the rate, and 
put the burden where it should 
primarily rest, on the man or 
woman who wants to take a 
couple of hours a week away 
from television in order to savor 
the special pleasures of pictorial 
journalism. 


There are few — a very few — 


who begin to discern the nature 
of 
the 
growing problem of 


network television. There the 
cost is handled exclusively by 
the advertiser — 100 per cent of 
it. Inevitably 
the consumer 


begins to twitch. And if a 
program gets down to a mere 
10,000,000 viewers or so, it is 
axed; not enough audience. No 
wonder 
the 
consumer 
is 


progressively ignored.

The 
ability of the United 


States to unilaterally impose on 
the world a new monetary order 
appears now to be less than was 
first believed and hoped for in 
Washington. 


The U.S. plan was to force a 


realignment of currencies by 
floating the dollar, or releasing 
it from its anchor of gold. Other 


currencies, it was hoped, would 
then rise in relation to the dollar. 


The effect would be to make 


American 
products 
more 


competitive abroad and foreign 
products less competitive, or 
more costly, in the United 
States which for many nations is 
their biggest export market. 


To enforce its demands, the 


United States 
holds another 


weapon, a 10 per cent surcharge 


on foreign goods. Regardless of 
the effectiveness of the dollar 
floating, 
therefore, 
foreign 


goods will be made less com- 
petitive. 


The realignment of currencies 


has taken place to some extent, 
but slowly. Some analysts now 
believe that only half the level of 
adjustment has been achieved in 
more than a month and that .he 
second half will be harder to 


achieve for several reasons. 


Some bankers and others fear 


that the longer the adjustment 
process 
is carried 
out the 


greater is the danger that world 
trade, essential for the economic 
health 
of 
all 
nations, will 


deteriorate.

States would involve raising the 
official price of gold from $35 an 
ounce to perhaps $37 or so.

Authorities Challenged 


A New Breed Of Prisoner

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Politically 
aware and in- 


creasingly militant, a new breed 
of prisoner is challenging the 
right of prison authorities to 
subject him to privation and 
brutality. 


Although in a growing number 


of cases defiant prison inmates 
are finding an ally in the courts, 
more are turning to violence to 
gain redress of grievances, real 
and imagined. 


A prison revolt at Attica, N. 


Y., and what officials call an 
escape attempt in San Quentin 
have left 48 persons dead in the 
past month. In 
California 


prisons, officials report, the 
seven guards murdered so far 
this year outnumber the total for 
the entire period 1953-70. 


"There is a new breed of 


prisoner," says a leading Senate 
expert on prisons, Republican 
Roman L. Hruska of Nebraska. 
"He is younger, more intelligent 
and more aggressive." 


At the root of prison unrest is a 


correction system that, in the 
judgment of federal authorities, 
is 
failing 
to 
rehabilitate 


criminals or protect the public. 


Subhuman squalor in cells 


built 50 or more years ago, 
sadistic brutality at the hands of 
keepers or fellow convicts, 
inadequate rehabilitation 
facilities or none at all: these 
are the lot of prisoners across 
the country in a system that one 
federal law enforcement official 
has called "a national disgrace" 
and President Nixon himself has 
condemned as "a convincing 
case of failure." 


Building on and adding to 


grievances among all convicts is 
a new factor; a growing con- 
viction, particularly among 
blacks who make up a far 
greater proportion of inmate 
populations than they do of the 
total population, that im- 
prisonment 
is 
political 


repression rather than punish- 
ment for a crime. 


"There are still some blacks 


here who consider themselves 
criminals — but not many," 
wrote the late George Jackson in 
his book "Soledad Brother." 


Jackson, shot to death in the 


San Quentin incident, had spent 
10 of his 28 years in prison for a 
$70 robbery. 


Paradoxically, the rising 


militance comes at a time when 
national leaders, including 
President Nixon and Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, have 


signaled an unprecedented call 
for prison reform. 


It also is a time when the 


courts are abandoning their 
traditional hands-off policy to 
declare substandard prison 
conditions unconstitutional, and 
to expand legal rights of 
prisoners.

College Trustees To 
Keep More Eye On 
Outside Speakers 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — State 


college trustees have voted to 
keep more of an eye on the 
appearances of outside speakers 
during the next year. A student 
group immediately attacked the 
measure. 


With only two board members 


dissenting Wednesday, the 
board backed a measure by 
Trustee William 0. Weissich of 
San Rafael requiring college 
presidents to turn in quarterly 
lists of all speakers who are paid 
$100 or more from student body 
funds. 
Under the terms of the 


proposal, the presidents must 
send the trustees reports con- 
taining 
biographical 
in- 


formation about the speaker, his 
topic and the amount of fees and 
expenses paid. 


Weissich noted that the 


proposal would allow the 
trustees 
to 
monitor 
the 


speakers' program to see if it is 
working satisfactorily. But he 
added that it was not designed to 
tell "the students who to have as 
speakers." 
The association also com- 


plained that the trustees were 
showing "little faith in our 
leadership." 
The two board members 


voting against the measure were 
Alec L Cory of San Diego and 
Mrs. Philip Conley of Fresno. 
Cory attempted unsuccessfully 
to get the proposal amended so 
campus presidents would not 
have to pass on the speaker lists 
to the trustees. 


In other business ending the 


last day of the two-day session, 
state college Chancellor Glenn 
Dumke told the trustees had 
appointed Donald E. Walker, 
vice president for academic 
affairs at San Diego State 
College, as the acting president 
of the state college.

A Blind And Wasteful Way 


In the Daily News mail today, was a half-inch thick copy of a 
proposal and contract for construction of a Sulphur Creek Bridge in 
Lassen Volcanic National Park, and accompanying it a 16-page 
sheaf of 11 by 18 inch plans showing construction detail, placement 
of bolts, etc. Several minutes reading didn’t bring out anything 
newsworthy except the fact that bids are being sought on a bridge. 
A sentence scrawled on a postcard would have told us that at much 
less expense. 


That is not an isolated incident — though it’s the only such 
material we have received, at least recently, from the National 
Park Service. In addition to such technical data on proposed con­ 
struction, of which we receive several a year, almost every day we 
receive some bulky publication, some government produced, some 
produced by private interests. Most of them, do doubt, are factual, 
highly reliable, and of great value to someone. But the instances 
are quite rare when any material the Daily News receives other 
than actual news releases and news-containing material such as 
schedules of meetings has any value to us. 


That means that a lot of time, effort and money is being 
wasted. Though such material as the Sulphur Creek bridge plans 
probably go to only a few newspapers or other recipients who have 
no use for them, some publications are mailed to the entire nation. 
Millions of dollars must go into the preparation of the unneeded 
copies, their mailing and postage. It’s not truly junk mail in that 
most of it is valuable to someone. But mailed without sound 
distribution guides, it is the equivalent of junk mail as far as the 
recipients are concerned. 


Whether it is government mail or private mail, the public pays 
the cost. It must come either from government revenue or be added 
to the price of the goods or services being sold.

PROFIT FROM GRIEF 
Why does such an expensive, 
inhumane and unfair system' 
continue to operate year after 
year without change? The blunt 
answer: Too many people are 
making too much money on the 
grief of others. 
The “injury industry” — the 
insurance companies, agents, 
adjustors and lawyers — have 
been raking in billions of dollars 
with the auto insurance system 
just the way it is. 
The system’s worst fault, 
most experts agree, 
is 
the 
“fault” principle upon which 
automobile liability insurance is 
based. Essentially, this means 
that in order for anyone to 
collect on an accident, someone 
must be shown to be “at fault.” 
If it’s the other driver, you 
collect. If you are at fault — or, 
in most states, even partially at 
fault — you collect absolutely 
nothing. 
Unless 
you 
have 
collision and medical insurance, 
you repair your car and pay 
your medical bills out of your 
own pocket. 
All that your liability in­ 
surance covers is the other 
fellow’s damages in the event 
you are held responsible for an 
accident. While this may appear 
to be 
based 
on 
good 
old 
American justice (letting the 
“guilty” party pay), a closer 
look shows the “fault” system to 
be good 
only 
for 
the 
un­ 
derwriters and lawyers. Here 
are some specifics: 
The necessity to prove “fault” 
requires lawsuits, which have 
clogged our already crowded 
courts to the breaking point. 
Federal judges spend 11 per cent 
and state judges 20 per cent of 
their time helping to decide who 
struck whom. 


The backlog of cases con­ 
tinues to grow while unpaid 
medical bills pile up. A federal 
study shows that the average 
victim with more than $2,500 
losses must wait 19 months 
before he is compensated. In 
Detroit, 
the average victim 
waits four years just for his case 
to come to trial. 
Insurance is hard for many 
people to obtain, cancellations 
are rampant, and premium 
costs are skyrocketing. To quote 
one distraught car owner from 
Evansville, Ind.: “To me, in­ 
surance is for emergencies. Now 
it is almost an emergency when 
the insurance bill comes.” 
CUSTOMERS’ MORALS 
Proving “fault requires jury 
trials. 
Insurance 
companies, 
therefore, prefer to sell liability 
insurance to those persons who 
will impress a jury favorably. 
This has evolved a highly ar­ 
bitrary 
customer 
selection 
system that involves much more 
than a spotless traffic record. 
Drivers 
are 
paying 
higher 
premiums and having 
their 
policies cancelled because of 
their jobs, marital status, sex, 
living habits, and “morals.” As 
a Denver man put it after his 
policy was summarily dropped: 
“ guess the company just didn’t 
like the color of my eyes.” 
Seriously 
injured 
accident 
victims 
receive 
woefully 
inadequate compensation while 
those with trivial injuries are 
sometimes overpaid. A DOT 
study of half a million accidents 
showed that over half of the 
victims received not a single 
cent of compensation, mainly 
because they were held to be “at 
fault.” But those judged by law 
to be innocent didn’t fare much 
better; only half recovered 50 
per cent of their medical and 
wage losses. On the other hand, 


the slightly injured who lost an 
average of $500 got back $2,250. 
Precious little of the enormous 
premiums motorists pay is ever 
returned to them. DOT figures 
show that only 42 per cent of all 
liability premiums are paid 
back in benefits. Much of the 
liability premium dollar goes to 
the 
system’s 
“middlemen.” 
Insurance agents alone received 
some $1.3 billion in sales com­ 
missions in 1970. 
There’s a way out of the in­ 
surance morass. It’s called “no­ 
fault” auto insurance. Under 
this 
system, 
each 
motorist 
would look to his own insurance 
company to cover his losses, 
which would be paid no matter 
who was at fault. This idea has 
been analyzed and studied for 
more than 50 years. It has been 
tried and found to work. 


Puerto Rico, for example, has 
had a no-fault system for nearly 
two years and it is succeeding 
beyond the wildest hopes. A 
partial no-fault plan went into 
effect 
last 
January 
in 
Massachusetts 
and, 
despite 
some glaring shortcomings, it is 
working well. 
Most objective experts believe 
a national no-fault auto in­ 
surance 
system 
would 
be 
simple, fair, and efficient. They 
feel it would result, if fully 
adopted, in lower premiums, 
prompter and more complete 
service, and even safer cars. 


Progress toward a complete 
no-fault system, however, has 
been blocked by an intensive 
lobbying campaign. Across the 
country, 
trial 
lawyers, 
in­ 
surance agents, adjusters, and 
most insurance companies — all 
of whom stand to lose billions of 
dollars if no-fault goes through 
— have risen up to obstruct it in 
whatever way they can.

I too regret the death of Look 
magazine. But scanning the 
obituaries in search of an an­ 
swer to the question: why should 
a magazine that six and one half 
million Americans desire to 
read every fortnight go out of 
business? One finds only the 
standard lucubrations. Rising 
costs, diminished revenues. The 
latter are accepted as seasonal 
afflictions. The former were 
judged to be decisive by the 
directors of the corporation. 


The new bogey is the Post 
Office. Mr. Gardner Cowles put 
it graphically. The rise in the 
postal rate, as projected by the 
postal corporation, would have 
brought the costs of mailing 
Look from four million dollars a 
year before the rate increase set 
in, to ten million dollars by the 
time the scheduled rate is fully 
levied. That is a lot of increase, 
six 
million 
dollars. 
That’s 
practically one dollar per Look 
reader. FLASH! Why didn’t 
Look try charging its readers a 
dollar more apiece? 
The 
grave 
crisis 
in 
the 
magazine publishing business 
is, in the humble judgment of 
one practitioner, an aspect of

the general refusal to raise the 
rates substantially. Take Look. 
It charged $3 a year to a sub­ 
scriber, five dollars for two 
years. In the latter case, that 
meant 52 issues for $5, or about 
ten cents per copy. For ten cents 
you get delivered to your home a 
great fat package full of colored 
pictures and enough text to keep 
you busy, if you should read it 
all, for three to four hours. 
Permit me to say, ten cents is 
too little to pay for that much 
attention. 
Time magazine has gravely 
raised its subscription rates — 
so that if you look at the posted 
rate, it is up to $15 per year. But 
open a typical copy of Time (this 
week’s, say), and out falls a 
card: 
thirty-three issues for 
$4.93, which it publishes for 
fifteen cents per copy. On the 
newsstand, it’s fifty cents per 
copy. 
Fifteen cents per copy is too 
little to pay for what Time 
provides — too little, I mean, in 
a society that charges thirty-five 
cents for a hamburger, and 
three bucks for a movie. Life 
magazine, 
which 
recently 
editorialized to the effect that 
the post office is about to 
bankrupt 
the 
magazine 


publishing industry, charges, in 
its promotion package, twelve 
cents for an issue of Life. That is 
not enough for an issue of Life. 
I 
have 
reminded 
my 
despairing 
brothers 
in 
the 
magazine publishing business 
that the New Republic charged 
$6 per year in 1933, and thirty 
years later, costs having risen 
over three hundred per cent, 
was charging $8 per year. Why? 
Because 
the 
little 
opinion 
journals are locked into a price 
structure 
which 
the 
giants 
impose. The giants are sub­ 
sidized by the big advertisers. 
The 
big 
advertisers 
are 
manifestly unwilling to continue 
their subsidies in such large 
measure. Thus Colliers went 
down almost fifteen years ago, 
with over three million readers. 
Then, 
in 
1969, 
the 
great 
Saturday Evening Post, with 
over five million readers. Down 
and Down we go — but still the 
major publishers, when they 
manage to choke their sobbing, 
do so in order to authorize a new 
promotional 
mailing: 
Look 
magazine, for as many weeks as 
you want, at the sensational 
price of eleven cents per copy! 
And 
then 
one 
day 
Look 
magazine dies. 


One thing I do not understand. 
And that is: why don’t people 
give their readers a vote? Why 
not say: subscriptions beginning 
in January will be at twenty five 
cents per copy, no bargains, no 
cut rates. If enough readers are 
willing to pay the price, continue 
to operate. Otherwise fold. 


The rumors are everywhere 
and have been for over a year 
that Life is going down. I hope it 
doesn’t, and hope that before it 
does, it will raise the rate, and 
put the burden where it should 
primarily rest, on the man or 
woman who wants to take a 
couple of hours a week away 
from television in order to savor 
the special pleasures of pictorial 
journalism. 


There are few — a very few — 
who begin to discern the nature 
of the growing problem of 
network television. There the 
cost is handled exclusively by 
the advertiser — 100 per cent of 
it. 
Inevitably 
the 
consumer 
begins to twitch. And if a 
program gets down to a mere 
10,000,000 viewers or so, it is 
axed; not enough audience. No 
wonder 
the 
consumer 
is 
progressively ignored.

The ability of the United 
States to unilaterally impose on 
the world a new monetary order 
appears now to be less than was 
first believed and hoped for in 
Washington. 
The U.S. plan was to force a 
realignment of currencies by 
floating the dollar, or releasing 
it from its anchor of gold. Other 


currencies, it was hoped, would 
then rise in relation to the dollar. 
The effect would be to make 
American 
products 
more 
competitive abroad and foreign 
products less competitive, or 
more costly, in 
the United 
States which for many nations is 
their biggest export market. 
To enforce its demands, the 
United States holds another 
weapon, a 10 per cent surcharge 


on foreign goods. Regardless of 
the effectiveness of the dollar 
floating, 
therefore, 
foreign 
goods will be made less com­ 
petitive. 
The realignment of currencies 
has taken place to some extent, 
but slowly. Some analysts now 
believe that only half the level of 
adjustment has been achieved in 
more than a month and that .'he 
second half will be harder to 


achieve for several reasons. 
Some bankers and others fear 
that the longer the adjustment 
process 
is 
carried 
out 
the 
greater is the danger that world 
trade, essential for the economic 
health 
of 
all 
nations, 
will 
deteriorate. 
Devaluation by the United 
States would involve raising the 
official price of gold from $35 an 
ounce to perhaps $37 or so.

No Mercury Hazard Evidence 


California’s Department of 
Public Health today released a 
report concluding that “there is 
no direct evidence that residents 
of California are being ad­ 
versely affected by mercury 
residues. . . ” 
While some sports fish in a few 
areas of the state were found to 
have elevated levels of mercury 
in their flesh, most varieties of 
commercial fish and shellfish 
were found to contain only 
minor traces of the element. 
The study was conducted in 
cooperation with the Depart­ 
ments of Fish and Game, Water 
Resources, 
Agriculture, 
the 
Water Quality Control Board 


and the University of California 
School of Public Health from 
July 1970 to July 1971. 
The study committee em­ 
phasized that 0.5 ppm (one-half 
part per million), the maximum 
allowable tolerance in com­ 
mercial seafood established by 
the U.S. Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, 
is 
a 
valuable 
guideline. 
The report emphasized there 
have been no known cases of 
mercury poisoning in California 
attributable to eating fish. It 
acknowledged, however, 
that 
the greatest immediate hazard 
is presented by fish which store 
mercury in its methylated form.

College Trustees To 
Keep More Eye On 
Outside Speakers 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — State 
college trustees have voted to 
keep more of an eye on the 
appearances of outside speakers 
during the next year. A student 
group immediately attacked the 
measure. 
With only two board members 
dissenting 
Wednesday, 
the 
board backed a measure by 
Trustee William 0. Weissich of 
San Rafael requiring college 
presidents to turn in quarterly 
lists of all speakers who are paid 
$100 or more from student body 
funds. 
Under the term s of the 
proposal, the presidents must 
send the trustees reports con­ 
taining 
biographical 
in­ 
formation about the speaker, his 
topic and the amount of fees and 
expenses paid. 
Weissich 
noted 
that 
the 
proposal would 
allow 
the 
trustees 
to 
monitor 
the 
speakers’ program to see if it is 
working satisfactorily. But he 
added that it was not designed to 
tell “the students who to have as 
speakers.” 
The association also com­ 
plained that the trustees were 
showing “little faith in our 
leadership.” 
The two board members 
voting against the measure were 
Alec L. Cory of San Diego and 
Mrs. Philip Conley of Fresno. 
Cory attempted unsuccessfully 
to get the proposal amended so 
campus presidents would not 
have to pass on the speaker lists 
to the trustees. 
In other business ending the 
last day of the two-day session, 
state college Chancellor Glenn 
Dumke told the trustees had 
appointed Donald E. Walker, 
vice president for academic 
affairs 
at San Diego State 
College, as the acting president 
of the state college.

creasingly militant, a new breed 
of prisoner is challenging the 
right of prison authorities to 
subject him to privation and 
brutality. 
Although in a growing number 
of cases defiant prison inmates 
are finding an ally in the courts, 
more are turning to violence to 
gain redress of grievances, real 
and imagined. 
A prison revolt at Attica, N. 
Y., and what officials call an 
escape attempt in San Quentin 
have left 48 persons dead in the 
past 
month. 
In 
California 
prisons, officials report, the 
seven guards murdered so far 
this year outnumber the total for 
the entire period 1953-70. 
“There is a new breed of 


prisoner,” says a leading Senate 
expert on prisons, Republican 
Roman L. Hruska of Nebraska. 
“He is younger, more intelligent 
and more aggressive.” 
At the root of prison unrest is a 
correction system that, in the 
judgment of federal authorities, 
is 
failing 
to 
rehabilitate 
criminals or protect the public. 
Subhuman squalor in cells 
built 50 or more years ago, 
sadistic brutality at the hands of 
keepers or fellow convicts, 
in ad eq u ate 
re h a b ilita tio n 
facilities or none at all: these 
are the lot of prisoners across 
the country in a system that one 
federal law enforcement official 
has called “a national disgrace” 
and President Nixon himself has 
condemned as “a convincing 
case of failure.” 
Building on and adding to 


grievances among all convicts is 
a new factor; a growing con­ 
viction, particularly among 
blacks who make up a far 
greater proportion of inmate 
populations than they do of the 
total 
population, 
that 
im ­ 
prisonm ent 
is 
political 
repression rather than punish­ 
ment for a crime. 
“There are still some blacks 
here who consider themselves 
criminals — but not many,” 
wrote the late George Jackson in 
his book “Soledad Brother.” 
Jackson, shot to death in the 
San Quentin incident, had spent 
10 of his 28 years in prison for a 
$70 robbery. 
Paradoxically, 
the rising 
militance comes at a time when 
national leaders, 
including 
President Nixon and Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, have 


signaled an unprecedented call 
for prison reform. 
It also is a time when the 
courts are abandoning 
their 
traditional hands-off policy to 
declare substandard prison 
conditions unconstitutional, and 
to expand 
legal 
rights 
of 
prisoners.

on the ballot. The measure was 
defeated.

Palisades, which would lower 
the age of adulthood to 18. 
If the Senate approves Cline’s 
measure, voters in 1972 would 
decide whether persons between 
18 and 21 should be allowed to 
drink alcoholic beverages.

Young Woman Wanted To Live; 
Survives Ordeal In Wilderness 


EUGENE, Ore. (AP) — "I 


just wanted to live. I kept 
thinking of home and my 
parents and all the people I love. 
I wouldn't allow myself to die." 


But despite her efforts, two of 


Pamela Sullivan's companions 
perished while on a survival 
training exercise in the rugged 
Three Sisters Wilderness of 
Central Oregon early this 
month. 


Pamela, 18, gave a written 


statement on her ordeal shortly 
after being rescued to officials 
of Outward Bound, sponsor of 
the exercise. The statement, 
released Wednesday, told of a 
harrowing struggle during the 
first week of September and of 
how Joyce Howden, 21, Fall 
Creek, 
Ore., 
and 
Lorene 


LaRahette, 17, of Sudbury, 
Mass., died of hypothermia- 
lowering of the body tem- 
perature — in the snow-covered 
Three Sisters Mountains. 


"Halfway up the ridge, Joyce 
could go no farther," Pamela's 
statement said. "We headed 
back for the shelter. Then 
couldn't find it. We dropped our 
packs, took our sleeping bags 
and headed for trees. Joyce just 
couldn't make it. I pulled and 
pushed, but she couldn't get to 
the trees. Also, she was losing 
her sight and hearing and kept 
asking us where we were when 
we were only a few feet away. 


"At this time Lorene went for 


help. 
Then I laid over Joyce with 
my poncho. Shortly after this 
she began breathing hard, lost 
total awareness, went delirious, 
and in about 10 minutes stopped 
breathing. "I stayed around 
camp maybe five minutes, then 
I went after Lorene, following 
her tracks in the snow. I finally 
caught up with her about 6 p.m. 
She had sacked out near a lake 
with her poncho on. . . 


"We packed into some trees. 


Then I found out she had lost the 
map and compass. . . We hud- 
dled together trying to create 
warmth. . . Lorene kept saying 
she just couldn't move. As we 
talked more, her speech kept 
getting slurred. I put my wool 
cap on her, laid myself on her 
and tried to keep her coherent. 


"Her breath kept getting more 


labored. I kept yelling her name 
in her ear but she didn't answer. 
Her eyes were wide open. After 
about two hours her breathing 
stopped altogether. I tried ar- 
tificial resuscitation and chest 
massage. It did no good. 


"I used her body warmth and 


stayed there 'til Friday mor- 
ning." 


On Friday morning Pamela 


left Lorene's body in the snow 
and followed their tracks back to 
the original camp, arriving that 
afternoon. 


"Now 
the weather 
was 


beautiful and clear," she said. 


"I was very tired and cold so I 
took my clothes off and laid in 
the sun. The next day was 
Saturday (Sept. 4). I got some 
honey and ate it. . . I laid down 
to sleep. . When I woke up Vern 
Bush, an Outward Bound in- 
structor found me and we hiked 
out." 


Evaluating her companions' 


efforts, Pamela said: 


"Joyce 
stayed 
pretty 


together. She never got too 
depressed, but she never fully 
realized the situation. . . " 


"Lorene was really scared 


and kept yelling: "This - 
weather!' By Wednesday she 
was pretty depressed and 
stopped eating. By Thursday she 
was pretty much giving up. 


"Me — I just wanted to live." 
The three girls were a sub- 


group of 43 young 
wojMfen 


enrolled in Northwest Out\yard 
Bound, a Eugene-based school 
which trains young people in 
outdoor survival. 


For two weeks in Aufeust they 


were trained in the wilderness 
by eight instructors. Then they 
divided into small teams. 
Without instructors, the teams 
were to cross the snow-covered 
mountains and rendezvous on 
Aug. 26 near Chambers Lakes. 


It was to have been their 


graduation exercise.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — British troops took over 
guard duty at key police stations 
in Northern Ireland today in a 
switch of policy dictated by hit- 
and-run raiders of the Irish 
Republican Army. 


The soldiers moved in only a 


week after handing over sentry 
duties to the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary, the police force 
that supports the troops in 
battling the IRA's guerrilla 
campaign. 


Since then several police posts 


have come under attack, in- 
cluding one in central Belfast 
that was raked by machine gun 
fire and damaged by a gelignite 
bomb.

physical education teacher, 
fired three years ago on grounds 
she was overweight, has been 
ordered reinstated

California Court of Appeals. 


The court ruled Wednesday

Blodgett, 45, had been based on 
a physical condition unreleated 
to her ability to teach. 


The court's decision did not 


make reference to salary but 
Leonard Bjorklund, her at- 
torney, predicted "she'll get all 
the money due her for the past 
three years." 


Miss Blodgett was notified on 


March 14, 1968, that she would 
not be rehired because her 228 
pounds mader her "unfit to 
instruct" physical education 
classes in suburban Larkspur. 


Bjoklund noted in the appeal 


that the 5-foot-7 woman had 
weighed just two pounds less 
when she was first hired by 
Redwood High School in 1965 as 
a substitute teacher.

Agency Is Told To 
Consider DDT Ban 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


federal court has told the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
to consider an immediate ban on 
DDT, 
because the long-lasting 


pesticide threatens man's en- 
vironment. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals, in a 


brief order issued Wednesday, 
gave EPA until Nov. 1 to explain 
its reasons for either agreeing or 
refusing 
to suspend federal 


registration of DDT. 


The court order was a rerun of 


the situation EPA faced earlier 
this year but with one major 
difference — a scientific panel 
has now suggested a possible 
legal basis for the immediate 
ban which the agency earlier 
refused. 


The order followed an appeal 


by the Environmental Defense 
Fund, a citizens' group seeking 
an immediate and virtually 
complete ban on further use of 
DDT. 
The appeal came after 


EPA Administrator William D. 
Ruckelshaus 
announced last 


March that the agency found no 


evidence 
of 
"an

came after he disclosed a report 
by a scientific panel com- 
missioned by EPA to study the 
effects of DDT. 


The panel quoted an EPA 


policy 
statement 
defining 


"imminent hazard" to include 
not only direct danger to public 
health, but also "significant 
injury or potential injury to 
plants or animals alone." 


It concluded that the present 


level of DDT use "does not 
present an imminent hazard to 
human health in terms of in- 
dividual bodily functions and 
safety." 


But it added that DDT and its 


products "present a substantial 
threat to the quality of the 
human environment" and are 
"an imminent hazard to human 
welfare in terms of maintaining 
healthy desirable 
flora 
and 


fauna in man's environment."

Young Woman Wanted To 
Survives Ordeal In Wilderness 


EUGENE, Ore. (AP) _ “i 
just wanted to live. I kept 
thinking of home and my 
parents and all the people I love 
I wouldn’t allow myself to die ’’ 
But despite her efforts, two of 
Pamela Sullivan’s companions 
perished while on a survival 
training exercise in the rugged 
Three Sisters 
Wilderness of 
Central Oregon 
early this 
month. 
Pamela, 18, gave a written 
statement on her ordeal shortly 
after being rescued to officials 
of Outward Bound, sponsor of 
the exercise. The statement, 
released Wednesday, told of a 
harrowing struggle during the 
first week of September and of 
how Joyce Howden, 21, Fall 
Creek, 
Ore., 
and 
Lorene 
LaRahette, 17, of Sudbury, 
Mass., died of hypothermia— 
lowering of the body tem­ 
perature — in the snow-covered 
Three Sisters Mountains. 
“Halfway up the ridge, Joyce 
could go no farther,” Pamela’s 
statement said. ‘‘We headed 
back for the 
shelter. Then 
couldn’t find it. We dropped our 
packs, took our sleeping bags 
and headed for trees. Joyce just 
couldn’t make it. I pulled and 
pushed, but she couldn’t get to 
the trees. Also, she was losing 
her sight and hearing and kept 
asking us where we were when 
we were only a few feet away. 


“At this time Lorene went for 
help. 
Then I laid over Joyce with 
my poncho. Shortly after this 
she began breathing hard, lost 
total awareness, went delirious, 
and in about 10 minutes stopped 
breathing. “I stayed around 
camp maybe five minutes, then 
I went after Lorene, following 
her tracks in the snow. I finally 
caught up with her about 6 p.m. 
She had sacked out near a lake 
with her poncho on. . . 
“We packed into some trees. 
Then I found out she had lost the 
map and compass. . . We hud­ 
dled together trying to create 
warmth. . . Lorene kept saying 
she just couldn’t move. As we 
talked more, her speech kept 
getting slurred. I put my wool 
cap on her, laid myself on her 
and tried to keep her coherent. 
“Her breath kept getting more 
labored. I kept yelling her name 
in her ear but she didn’t answer. 
Her eyes were wide open. After 
about two hours her breathing 
stopped altogether. 1 tried ar­ 
tificial resuscitation and chest 
massage. It did no good. 
“I used her body warmth and 
stayed there ’til Friday mor­ 
ning.” 
On Friday morning Pamela 
left Lorene’s body in the snow 
and followed their tracks back to 
the original camp, arriving that 
afternoon. 


‘‘Now 
the 
w eather 
was 
beautiful and clear,” she said. 
“1 was very tired and cold so I 
took my clothes off and laid in 
the sun. The next day was 
Saturday (Sept. 4). I got some 
honey and ate it. . . I laid down 
to sleep. . When I woke up Vem 
Bush, an Outward Bound in­ 
structor found me and we hiked 
out.” 
Evaluating her companions’ 
efforts, Pamela said: 
‘‘Joyce

together. She never got too

Agency Is Told To 
Consider DDT Ban 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
federal court has told, the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
to consider an immediate ban on 
DDT, because the long-lasting 
pesticide threatens man’s en­ 
vironment. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals, in a 
brief order issued Wednesday, 
gave EPA until Nov. 1 to explain 
its reasons for either agreeing or 
refusing 
to 
suspend 
federal 
registration of DDT. 
The court order was a rerun of 
the situation EPA faced earlier 
this year but with one major 
difference — a scientific panel 
has now suggested a possible 
legal basis for the immediate 
ban which the agency earlier 
refused. 
The order followed an appeal 
by the Environmental Defense 
Fund, a citizens’ group seeking 
an immediate and virtually 
complete ban on further use of 
DDT. The appeal came after 
EPA Administrator William D. 
Ruckelshaus 
announced 
last 
March that the agency found no 


evidence 
of 
“an 
imminent 
hazard to the public,” the legal 
basis for banning use of the 
pesticide. 
The court’s action Wednesday 
came after he disclosed a report 
by a 
scientific 
panel 
com­ 
missioned by EPA to study the 
effects of DDT. 
The panel quoted an EPA 
policy 
statement 
defining 
“imminent hazard” to include 
not only direct danger to public 
health, but also “significant 
injury or potential injury to 
plants or animals alone.” 
It concluded that the present 
level of DDT use “does not 
present an imminent hazard to 
human health in terms of in­ 
dividual bodily functions and 
safety.” 
But it added that DDT and its 
products “present a substantial 
threat to the quality of the 
human environment” and are 
“an imminent hazard to human 
welfare in terms of maintaining 
healthy 
desirable 
flora 
and 
fauna in man’s environment.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Stock 
market prices, which dropped 
sharply Wednesday, declined on 
a broad front again today. 
Trading was moderately active. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials, which tumbled 9.85 
points Wednesday, was off 2.05 
at 891.50 by noon today. Declines 
led advances on the New York 
Stock Exchange by about 5 to 2. 
Analysts continued to blame 
the market’s weakness largely 
on uncertainty about the second 
phase of 
the 
Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s anti-inflationary 
program. There was also some 
hesitation 
stemming 
from 
President Nixon’s upcoming 
question-and-answer 
news 
session about the economy 
tonight in Detroit, they said.

Offers Of Money, Medical Help 
For Children With Rare Disease 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
The California Supreme Court 
has agreed to consider con­ 
flicting appellate court rulings 
in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles on the constitutionality 
of California’s liberalized 
abortion law. 
The court said Wednesday it 
would review a decision by the 
state Court of Appeal in San 
Francisco, which invalidated 
most of the abortion act. 
Earlier this month, the high 
court agreed to consider a 
decision by a Los Angeles ap­ 


peals court that held the law was 
constitutional and upheld the 
conviction of a doctor for 
violating it. 
The state attorney general’s 
office contended the conflicting 
decisions required resolution. 
The San Francisco appeals 
court had ruled July 22 2-1 that a 
woman has a constitutional 
right 
to 
term inate 
her 
pregnancy subject only to 
reasonable state restrictions 
designed to protect her health 
and the fetus.

But she said no decision has 
yet been reached as to which 
doctor will handle treatment for 
the children. Another offer, she 
said, was from a doctor in San 
Diego. 
The Detroit specialist is Dr. 
George Goodheart, and the San 
Diego expert is Dr. John 
O’Brien. 
Mrs. Collum first learned that 
her four children had a brain 
disorder known as Batten’s 
disease when her eldest
